S CATTERED throughout the United States in 
every walk of life are tens of thousands of 
men and women — on the farms, in the shops 
and mills, in the offices, among the professions — 
farmers, workers in every capacity, doctors, law- 
yers, merchants, who have done their work well and 
are about to retire from active duty.

This evaporation wafted by the constant air cur- 
rents, breathes a most agreeable atmosphere pro- 
viding copious showers, cool nights and refreshing 
sleep. 

The accessibility of Florida to practically 75 per 
cent of the total population of the country is a 
factor to be taken into consideration when discuss-
